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Crop  prospects  in  the  United  States  are  the  best  on  record  anc  the 
output  of  livestock  and  livestock  products  is  increasing  in  all  arlas. 
Income  probably  will  be  sharply  higher  this  year  than  last  in  all  sec- 
tions OP  the  United  States.    Largest  increases  in  income  will    be  in 

those   sections  where   CROP   PRODUCTION    IN    1941    WAS    RELATIVELY  LOW,  SUCH 

AS  THE  Southeastern  Cotton  Belt  and  the  lower  Mississippi  Valley  States. 
Smallest  increases  in  income  are   likely  to  be  in  t  h  e   North  Atlantic 
States,  excluding  Maine,  v;here  prices  of  farm    products  have  increased 
somewhat  less  in  percentage  than  the  average  for  the  nation.

SirnTnary 

Cash  income  from  farin  p.arketin;?s  in  Jvly  totaled  1,21Q  nillion  dollars 
comiDPred  v/ith  1,070  million  -iollars  in  J^me  and  ?g9  million  dollars  in  July 
194-1.     The  relative  Increase  in  income  from  June  to  July  wss  ahout  as  great 
as  usual  despite  a  decline  in  income  from  meat  animals.     Considera"ble  q_uanti- 
ties  of  wheat  were  placed  under  loan  in  July,  which  increased  income  from  food 
grains,  and  income  from  oil  crops  and  vegetables  increased  more  than  "cisual 
from  June  to  July.     C-overnm.ent  payments  in  June  totaled  55  r-illion  dollars 
"but  reports  on  payments  for  July  and  "by  States,  from.  January  to  June  are  not 
yet  available. 

Heturns  from  cotton  and  cottonseed  were  somewhat  sm.aller  this  July  than 
last  due  to  the  relatively  sr^all  qua.ntities  of  cotton  redem-ptions  in  July  this 
year.     However,  returns  from,  ell  other  grouos  of  farm  products  were  consider- 
ably higher  this  July,  v.rith  tobacco,  vegetables  and  fruits  and  nuts  recording 
the  greatest  percentage  incresses.     The  increase  in  income  from  tobacco  v;as 
due  largely  to  the  earlier  o-oening  of  the  markets  this  yf=ar,  but  opening 
prices  were  also  substantially  higher.     Inco.me  from  truck  crops  \i&s  vlv  somewhal 
more  than  seasonally  because  of  a  shar-o  increase  in  prices  ajid  a  record  pack   •  • 
of  peas  and  beans. 

The  seasonally  adjusted  index  of  inco.me  from  croT^s  advanced  from  '^h.O 
TDercent  of  the  1921^29  average  in  June  to  IO5.O  percent  in  July,  but  the  ^ 
index  of  income  from  all  livestock  and  livestock  products  declined  from  I65.5 
percent  to  155-5  percent.     The  record  marketings  of  meat  animals  in  June  were 
followed  by  sales  more  nearlv  in  line  with  usual  sumjcer  markctin^-s,  and  the 
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percent  to  ITS. 5  percent.    Returns  from  dairy  and  poultry  -ornducts  made  atout 
the  tisu8l  seasonal  change  frnm  June  to  Jv.ly. 

For  the  first  7  months  of  19^2  cash  income  from  farm  marketinf^s  totaled 
7.0  "billion  dollars  compared  with  U.9  "billion  dollars  in  the  corresnonuing 
period  of  19^1.    Retiorns  from  all  groups  of  farm  products  v/ere  somewhat  higher 
than  a  year  earlier.     Income  from  cotton  and  cottonseed  increased  less  than 
income  from  other  groups  of  commodities  because  farmers  ohtained  less  income 
this  year  from  the  redemption  if  loan  cotton. 

Crop  prospects  on  August  1  were  even  more  favoralDle  than  a  month 
earlier,  and  a  record  movement  of  "both  crops  and  livestock  during  the  next  few 
months  is  in  prospect.     The  large  wheat  crop  is  rapidly  "being  marketed  or 
placed  under  loan,  a,nd  near  record  marketings  of  many  other  crops  are  "being 
rex>orted.    With  the  record  production  of  cattle  and  hogs  to  move  to  market 
during  the  fall  months,  income  from  now  to  Octo"bef  may  increase  somewhat  more 
than  seasonally  and  vrill  likely  remain  at  a  relatively  high  level  during  the 
last  quarter  of  the  year,

Income  in  Midv/estern  and  Far  V/e stern 

States  uo  Shar-ply  in  June 

The  record  volujue  rf  livestock  sales  during  June  came  largely  from 
the  Midwestern  and  far  V/estern  States.     Income  in  these  regions  increased 
irore  than  usual  from  May  to  June  and  ws-s  sharply  higher  than  in  June  19  Ul. 
In  the  West  North  Central  region  income  from  livestock  and  livestock  products 
was  u-o  59  percent  over  June  19^1 »  3nd  income  from  all  marketings  was  up  55  per- 
cent.    In  the  Tlast  North  Central  region  returns  from  livestock  were  up  kj  per- 
cent and  income  from  all  marketings  xiras  up  U-U-  percent.     In  the  far  Western 
States  returns  from,  livestock  v/ere  only  35  percent  higher  than  a  year  earlier, 
"but  returns  from,  crops  were  up  h-2.  percent,  and  income  from  all  farm  marketings 
was  3^  percent  larger  than  in  June  last  year.     Elsewhere,  income  was  somiewhat 
higher  than  in  June  19^1 »  hut  the  increase  was  much  less  than  in  the  Mid- 
western and  far  Western  States.

North  Central,  West  North  Central,  and  Western  regions  ai e  shown  in  the  ;

In  the  far  Western  region 
the  increase  was  due  in  large  Dart  to  the  hea-<'^-  vol-'orae  of  fruit  v/hich  is 
teing  marketed  at  prices  substantially  higher  this  year  than  last.     In  the 
ITorth  and  South  Atlantic  regions  income  from  May  to  June  clasnged  in  ahout 
the  usual  s'^'ascnal  proportion.     Income  declined  in  the  South  Central  States 
as  a  resTilt  of  the  s.'naller  quantities  of  cotton  redeinpt^oaG  during  June, 
whereas  income  usually  increases  slightly  at  this  season  of  the  year. 

Cash  income  in  the  first  half  of  was  sharply  hi<o-her  than  a  year 

earlier  in  all        States  (see  chart  on  cover  page),  and  the  percentage  changes 
in  income  v/ere  relatively  uniform.    In  the  North  Atlantic  region  income  was 
32  percent  higher  thaji  a.  year  earlier,  hut  elsewhere  the  -oercentage  increases 
ranged  narrowly  from       percent  in  the  South  Atlantic  and  South  Central  regions 
to  U7  percent  in  the  East  North  Central  and  West  North  Central  regions. 

North  Atlantic  Region 

Cash  income  from  farm  marketings  in  June  totaled  27  percent  more  than 
a  year  earlier,  with  crops  recording  a  slie-htly  lar^^-er  percentage  incrc;ase 
in  income  than  livestock  and  livestock  products.    Income  was  somewhat  higher 
than  a  year  earlier  in  all  States  of  the  region.     Shar-n  increases  in  returns 
from  potatoes,  truck  crous,  strawheri ies ,  and  other  small  fruits  were  accompa- 
nied hy  moderate  increases  in  most  other  -oroducts, 

I>j.ring  the  first  half  of  IQ^'2  income  in  this  region  totaled  32  percent 
more  than  a  year  earlier,  with  crops  and  livestock  recording  ahout  the  same 
percentage  increases.     In  Maine  income  from  fcirm  marketings  was  up  69  percent 
"because  of  the  shario  increase  in  returns  from  lootatoes.     In  other  States  the 
increases  in  income  ranged  from  2l|  percent  in  Hhode  Island  and  l^ew  Jersey  to 
J)h  percent  in  Verriiont  and  New  York. 

East  North  Central  Region 

Income  from  meat  animals  in  this  region  in  June  was  'Jl  percent  higher 
than  a  year  earlier.     This  was  an  important  factor  in  the  sharp  rise  in  income 
in  Ohio  and  Indiana,  v/here  total  returns  from  marketings  were  56  P'-nd  61  "oer- 
cent  higher,  respectively,  this  year  over  last.    Returns  from  crops  and  from 
livestock  "oroducts  were  somewhat  higher  than  a  year  earlier  in  all  States, 
resulting  in  material  increases  in  income  in  every  State  a.nd  an  avsrage 
increase  of  hk-  percent  for  the  region  as  a  v;hole. 

7oT  the  first  half  of  income  was  suhstantially  higher  in  all 

States  of  the  region,  the  increases  ranging  from  3^  percent  in  Michigan  to  55 
percent  in  Indiana.     In  VJi scons  in  the  increase  in  income  from  crops  was  some- 
v/hat  smaller  than  in  other  Sta.tes,  and  amiounted  to  only  I7  percent,  hut  the 
returns  from,  livestock  and  livestock  products  in  this  State  were  ahout  per- 
cent larger  than  a  year  earlier.    Total  income  from  fa.rr.  marketings  in 
Wisconsin  was  slightly  higher  than  the  average  for  the  region  as  a  vrhole. 

West  North  Central  Region 

The  increase  in  income  in  this  region  in  June  over  the  corres-oonding 
month  la.st  yea^r  was  greater  than  in  any  other  ma.jor  geographic  region,  due 
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largely  to  the  sharp  increase  in  returns  from  meat  animals.     In  Keliraska 
sales  of  wheat  v^ere  sharply  higher  than  a  year  earlier,  resulting  in  total 
returns  from  crops  nearly  three  times  as  large  as  in  June  19^+1.     The  increase 
in  income  from  meat  animals  was  also  larger  in  Nebraska  than  in  any  other 
State,  and  total  income  from  marketings  was  nearly  twice  as  large  as  in  June 
19U1.     In  other  States  the  increases  in  income  ranged  from  hf  percent  to  5^ 
percent. 

In  the  first  half  of  19^2  income  in  the  different  States  of  this  region 
increased  over  last  year  from  ^2  percent  in  South  Dakota  to  56  percent  in 
Nehraska.    Marketings  of  livestock  and  livestock  products  in  the  first  half 
of  I9U2  were  sharply  higher  than  a  year  ea.rlier  and  accoTinted  for  most  of  this 
increase  in  farm  income. 

South  Atlantic  Region 

Sharp  increases  in  income  from  grains,  vegetables,  and  livestock  and 
livestock  products  were  offset  in  Toart  by  smaller  rettirns  from  cotton,  to- 
bacco, and  strawberries  in  this  area,  dut'ing  Jiine.     In  Dela-vrare,  Maryland,  and 
North  Carolina  returns  from  crops  were  smaller  than  a.  year  earlier,  but  because 
of  substantially  increa.sed  returns  from  meat  animals  total  income  was  slightly 
higher  than  in  Jujie  19"^!.     In  Maryland  and  Virginia  income  this  year  was  re- 
duced somewhat  by  unfavorable  conditions  for  the.  stravrberry  crop.     In  the 
remaining  States  returns  from  both  croTDS  and  livestock  were  somewhat  higher 
than  a  year  earlier,  and  the  increase  in  income  for  the  region  as  a  whole 
was  above  average. 

The  increase  in  income  in  this  region  during  the  first  half  of  19^2 
was  smaller  than  elsewhere  except  the  ITorth  Atlantic  area.    However,  con- 
ditions for  cotton,  tobacco,  and  other  late  crops  a.re  somewhat  better  than 
a  year  earlier,  and  present  indications  are  that  income  in  this  region  will 
increase  substantially  in  the  last  half  of  the  year. 

South  Central  Region 

Redemption  of  loan  cotton  -orovided  a  substantial  -oart  of  the  incom.e 
in  this  area  in  June  19^1.  ^"^^^  "he  smaller  income  from  this  source  this  year 
was  an  important  factor  in  the  decline  of  19  percent  in  income  from  all  crops. 
However,  income  from  livestock  was  substantially  higher  than  p  yea„r  earlier 
and  incom.e  for  the  region  as  a  whole  was  up  18  percent.     Increases  in  income 
were  recorded  in  all  States  except  Louisiana,  where  a  30  percent  decline  in 
income  from  crops  resulted  in  a.  decline  of  6  percent  in  income  from  all  farm 
marketings. 

During  the  first  half  of  19^42  income  from  crops  was  up  29  percent  in 
this  region.     Income  from  livestock  and  from  livestock  products  was  5^  percent 
higher  than  a  year  earlier,  resulting  in  a  total  increase  in  farm  marketing 
returns  of  ^3  percent.     Increases  ranged  from  3I  percent  in  Louisiana  to  ^0 
percent  in  Arkansas. 
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Western  States 

Income  from  crops  in  Montana,  Utah,  and  ITevada  in  J\ane  was  shprpl;/ 
higher  than  a  year  earlier.    Returns  from  "both  crons  and  livestock  were 
sharply  higher  in  Colorado,  Washington,  pnd  California,     Conseouently,  in- 
creases in  income  from  farm  marketings  were  Uo  percent  or  nore  in  all  of  th 
States.     In  the  remaining  States  increases  in  income  vrere  somewhat  sm?ller. 
In  Arizonp,  where  cotton  sales  vrere  smaller  than  a  year  earlier,  income 
totaled  3  percent  less  than  in  June  19^1.     ^"or  the  region  es  a  whole  income 
averaged  33  percent  higher  than  a  year  earlier. 

From  January  to  June  total  cash  income  from,  farm  marketings  in  this 
region  x^ras        percent  a'bove  the  same  period  last  year.     Income  from  crops 
and  from  livestock  and  livestock  nroducts  recorded  ahout  the  same  percentage 
gains.     Increases  in  income  in  the  different  Sta^tes  ranged  from  3^  percent 
in  ITew  Mexico  to  60  "oercent  in  Idaho,     Incom.e  from  livestock  in  New  Mexico 
increased  somewha.t  less  than  in  other  States  of  this  region,  "but  X'^as  nartly 
offset  "by  a  sharp  increase  in  incor.e  from  crops.     The  sharp  percenta,ge  in- 
crease in  income  for  Idaho,  vras  due*  in  part  to  the  marked  increase  in  the  pr 
of  potatoes  in  the  first  half  of  19^42  compared  with  the  relatively  lo'-f  -orice 
of  potatoes  during  this  same  period  last  year.
